the King has beftow’d on me, for 5 Yeats whith I 
have had the Honour to {pend in his Service. Nay 
J venture to affure my felf you take part with me in 
this Recompence, feeing the Marks of Diftinction his 
Majefty has been pleas’d to confer on me, are a Proof 
of the Confideration he has for you, and the Inclina- 
tion he has to do things that may be agteeable to you. 
I thall efteem my felf very happy, if in the Courfe of 
the new Year,which I with may be very profperous to 
you, I can find Opportunities to thew how ardently I 
fhall always endeavour to contribute towards any 
thing that may be grateful to you.
